nine workers assigned to North 
Little Rock "couldn't be found," 
and that he had been told that 
they had "pawned or sold" the 
recreational 
equipment 
with 


which they had been furnished. 


"There is not one lota of evi- 


dence that there is any type of 
organized recreation In progress 
in North Little Rock as a result 
of the program," Laman said. 


Laman said the group had 


been organized all summer un- 
der a $100,000 federal grant, and 
that the workers received $65 a 
week. He said there had been 
reports that the youths em- 
ployed in the program spent 
most 
of their time driving 


around in cars furnished to 
them by the EGA. 


Walker said the youths hadn't 


had time to get the program un- 
der way. He said the EGA ap- 
plied for its grant July 15 un- 
der a federal program that was 
signed into law June 10. 


Walker said most of the work- 


ers had long histories of trou- 
ble with the police, but that he 
had selected them specifically 
in order to "give these people 
a sense of responsibility and di- 
rection toward a useful place 
in the community."

HAVANA (AP) - Five parti- 


sans of Fidel Castro hijacked 4 
Colombian airliner with more 
than 70 persons aboard to take 
them to Havana Sunday. Mean- 
while, the Cuban government 
displayed six captured Invaders 
from Florida whom it accused 
of planning to kill Castro. 


The Cuban government said 


the plane, whose passengers in- 
cluded four U.S. citizens, was 
free to resume Its flight today, 
All the passengers were report* 
ed safe. 


The six captive Cuban exiles, 


paraded at a four-hour news 
conference, all said they were 
recruited and trained by the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agen« 
cy in Florida, 


Two said they carried poi- 


soned 
bullets 
intended 
for 


Prime Minister Castro. Two oth- 
ers said they were CIA agents. 
Cuban authorities declined to 
say whether the captives would 
be shot. 


Guests at the news conference 


included delegates to the meet- 
ing of the Latin American Or- 
g a n i z a t i o n of Solidarlty- 
OLAS— a gathering of revolu- 


tionaries from 27 nations, Cut* 
apparently aimed to use the 
captives to offset Venezuelan 
charges that Cuba landed goer* 
rillas near Caracas in May, 


The Colombian government 


said the DC4 plane, flying from 
Bogota to the Colombian islands 
of San Andres and ProvldencU 
in the Caribbean, carried 11 
passengers and four crewmen. 
It said the pilot, Rafael Madero, 
telephoned from Havana to re- 
port 
that a group of pro- 


Castroites had forced him to fly 
there, 


Havana Radio said the plane 


had 78 passengers and four 
crewmen and that the armed 
men who took It over were four 
Colombians and an Ecuadorean* 
It said the hijackers asked to re- 
main in Cuba and the govern- 
ment was considering the re- 
quest. There was speculation 
the hijackers wanted to pay a 
dramatic visit to the OLAS 
meeting.

WASfflKOfOK (AP) - fht 
island was so little known that 
no reliable maps, much list

These were not the only ques*

Where were their main defense 
positions? How much resistance 
could be expected on the beach? 
The operation was full of dis- 
quieting x-factors. 


Nonetheless, 
on 
Aug. 7, 


1942- 26 years ago today— units 
of the U.S. First Marine Divi- 
sion attacked Guadalcanal In 
the Solomon Islands and began 
the first American offensive la 
the Pacific war. 


The ensuing battle, which 


lasted six months, snapped the 
chain of Japanese victories in 
Southeast 
Asia and the South 


Pacific. From that day forward, 
the Japanese were forced to fall 
back steadily until the final sur- 
render, V-J Day, three years 
later. 


"After Guadalcanal in the lat- 


ter part of 1942," said Capt. 
Ohmae Toshikazu of the Impe- 
rial Japanese Navy 
planning 


staff, "I felt we could not win." 


In Japanese strategic plan- 


ning, the Island was a key to 
what might have been the ex- 
pulsion of all Allied forces from 
the Pacific. Having overrun 
Indo-Chlna (now called Viet- 


> nam), Malaysia, 
the Philip- 


pines, and the Netherland East 
Indies, and reduced the British 
bases in Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, the Japanese were prepar- 
ing to deliver the coup de 
grace—the capture of Australia 
and New Zealand. 


Moving southward, the Japa- 


nese army was to take New 
Guinea. The navy's mission 
was to establish a base for air 
and sea operations to protect 
the 
flanks 
of the 
invading 


forces. Guadalcanal had been 
selected as the site for this 
base. An airfield was under con- 
struction when the U.S. Marines 
suddenly struck. 


Amphibious landings were to 


become a twice-told story to 
hosts of American fighting men 
in the later stages of the Pacific 
War. But at Guadalcanal— 


"It was an experience you 


just couldn't visualize," says 
Col. David R. Griffin, who was 
then a Marine second lieuten- 
ant. "I 
think the reaction of 


most of us was apprehension." 


However, there was no enemy 


resistance on the beach. The 
Marines quickly attained their 
first assigned objectives. Aperi- 
meter was established and en- 
larged. The first Japanese reac- 
tion did not come until two 
weeks later, on Aug. 21, and the 
attacking force was wiped out to 
the last man. 
The Marines 


soon acquired a healthy respect 
for the fighting qualities of the, 
lor the fighting qualities of the 
Japanese. 


"They were tenacious, fear- 


less, and convinced of their su- 
periority," says Maj. G«n. Ray- 
mond G. Davis, who was a cap- 
tain 
commanding 
a special 


weapons company on Guadalca- 
nal, "They considered dying an 
honor and they just kept com- 
ing." 


There were Americans, too, 


who "just kept coming." 


American fighter pilots wert 


always outnumbered over Guad- 
alcanal. But Capt. Joe Foss shot 
down 26 Japanese planes and 
was awarded the Medal of Hon- 
or.

Press Revolution 
1 in 8 Dailies 
Now 'Offset' 


T 


he Inland Daily Press As- 
sociation reports 36 Amer- 
lean 
dally 
newspapers 


switched from letterpress to off* 
set printing In 1966, and now 
239 of the nation's 1,843 dallies 
are "offset"— or 12.53 per cent. 


Counting weeklies the total 


Is still greater, for 
this In- 


dustrial revolution began with the 
small papers. Of Arkansas' 30 
dailies Hope Star was the fourth 
to convert, at the end of 1965, 
and Conway Log Cabin Demo- 
crat in 1967 became the fifth. 


Offset 
printing utilizes the 


well-known principle that oil (ink 
is an oil) and water won't mix. 
Water is sprayed on the printing 
plate. It sticks to the white por- 
tions of the plate immage, but 
the black portions shed it. Then 
the ink is sprayed on. Since it 
Is repelled by the water itdoesn't 
touch the white parts of the plate 
and so they print white in the 
newspaper. 


The offset principle has been 


known 
for generations. Early 


craftsmen worked from huge flat 
imposition stones, the word "lith- 
ography" being derived from the 
Greek word "lithos" meaning 
stone, i.e., litho-graph—a draw- 
ing on stone. The process was 
discovered by Senefelder in 1796. 


But the application of offset 


to machines took a direction that 
for 
years was unfavorable to 


newspapers. Slow but exact flat- 
sheet machines turned out beau- 
tiful text and pictures for com- 
mercial printers and magazines. 
None had the speed or economy 
required by newspapers. 


But in the 1950's 
some en- 


gineering 
pioneers at Grand 


Prairie, Texas, developed the 
Vanguard rotary offset press— 
and started a newspaper revo- 
lution. The early Vanguard ma- 
chine was viewed by hundreds of 
newspaper publishers, including 
an Arkansas friend of mine. Not 
many liked it—but the potential 
was there just the same. 


Other manufacturers got the 


word. Fairchild Camera & In- 
strument brought out a line of 
rotary offset presses through its 
Fairchild Graphic Equipment di- 
vision (manufacturer of The 
Star's machine), and the Goss 
Company, world's largest press 
builder, suddenly switched its 
emphasis from letterpress to off- 
set. And finally, the giant Harris- 
Intertype company bought up the 
pioneer Vanguard rights and re- 
designed it as a successful press. 


Just another example of how 


the mind of man runs consistently 
ahead of his ability to design ma- 
chines and utilize the materials 
at hand. 


Offset's great ad vantage is that 


it produces superior pictures In 
print, in a cheaper and cleaner 
operation. It represents an in- 
dustrial 
revolution that will 


reach the entire newspaper busi- 
ness except for the largest 
metropolitan areas. 


A machine salesman I have 


known for 44 years said to me 
at the Arkansas Press Asso- 
ciation convention in Hot Springs 
in June: "I helped liquidate the 
last handset printing plant in 
Arkansas the other day —and I 
suspect hot-type machines will 
go out the same way before Idle." 


Henry Fonda, star of the Amer-

Paige is one of the girls in the 
chorus of Keenan Wynn's travel* 
ing show, and Edgar Buchanan 
does an ironic bit as the gov* 
ernor's agent who came to find 
out the new town's name—"Hard 
Times." 


Sunday night's audience got a 


bang out of one line: After Hard 
Times was burned the settlers 
went over to a neighboring ghost 
town to steal its timbers for 
rebuilding.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The na- 
tion's summer rioting—already 
generating changes in the Capi- 
tol Hill legislative outlook- 
could be a major issue in the 
1968 elections, say Sens. Robert 
F. 
Kennedy and Everett M. 


Dirksen. 


Kennedy said Sunday the riot 


issue will have an election im- 
pact and the political party that 
can maintain order and move to 
alleviate underlying conditions 
of riots "is going to receive sup- 
port next year." 


Dirksen, the Senate Republi- 


can leader, said unless urban 
problems are lessened before 
the election, "it's 
going to be 


one of the monumental issues in 
'68." 


Kennedy, a New York Demo- 


crat, said it initially could cost 
$2 billion to $4 billion to fight 
city slum conditions. Dirksen 
hinted Congress might be will- 
ing to vote more money than 
previously, 
observing "maybe 


we haven't spent enough on the 
problem of cities." 


Kennedy, noting the costs of 


the Vietnam war, said, "I think 
also it's more essential that we 
do what is necessary here for 
our own people. 


"If it's going to be a question 


of one or the other, and I hope it 
would not come to that, then I 
would put the priority here in 
our own country." 


He suggested local communi- 


ties develop their own programs 
with the federal role being aid 
and investment, along with tax 
incentives to private enterprise 
to invest in slum improvement. 


Dirksen spoke on CBS' "Face 


the Nation," Kennedy on NBC's 
"Meet the Press." 


Already there are indications 


the Senate will consider broader 
housing 
legislation than was 


planned prior to riots in Detroit, 
Newark and elsewhere. 


A housing subcommittee will 


begin work on legislation Tues- 
day with prospects seen for a 
program to help slum families 
buy or rent homes.

Civil Candidates in 
Vietnam Accuse the 
Military of Sabotage 


Rotations 
Discuss St. 
Progam

SAIGON (AP) - 
South Viet- 


nam's civilian presidential can* 
didates left 1,000 persons wait* 
ing to hear them and flew 425 
miles back to Saigon In a huff 
Sunday after 
adverse 
winds 


forced them to land 10 miles 
from their reception committee. 


Some accused 
the military 


government of sabotaging their 
campaign trip to Quang Tri city 
in South Vietnam's northern- 
most province. They refused the 
U.S. Marines' offer of two open 
trucks to take them to Quang 
Tri from the Leatherneck air 
strip at Dong Ha. 


The group of 10 candidates or 


their representatives left while 
a Vietnamese welcoming com- 
mittee was on Its way from 
Quang Tri to pick them up. 


The military regime of Pre- 


mier Nguyen Cao Ky and Chief 
of State Nguyen Van Thieu had 
arranged 22 all-candidate cam- 
paign trips to counter criticism 
that the Thieu-Ky ticket was 
making unfair use of govern- 
ment planes for campaign trips. 


Thieu and Ky, apparently con- 


fident they will be elected presi- 
dent and vice president Sept. 3, 
did not make the first trip Sun- 
day. Some candidates charged 
this showed the government had 
meant the trip to be a fiasco. 


Ky 
complained today that 


"the candidates wanted deluxe 
cars to meet them. We don't 
have cars for them up there." 


He said he would go on future 


trips If all the other candidates 
go, but not if they merely send 
representatives. 
Previously, 


both Thieu and Ky had indicat- 
ed they would Ignore the trips. 


At Quang Tri, 
information 


ministry loudspeaker trucks had 
gone through the surrounding 
countryside 
to advertise 
the 


candidates' visit. The province 
chief said a regiment of South 
Vietnamese troops was around 
the city to prevent any Viet 
Cong attack. 


When the two planes carrying 


the candidates approached the 
city, the pilots refused to land 
because of strong crosswinds 
and went to Dong Ha. 


Marines at Quang Tri said it 


is common knowledge that the 
planes—C47s—cannot 
land at 


the small Quang Tri airstrip at 
this time of year because of the 
winds. They 
said the Viet- 


namese air force should not 
have scheduled a landing there.

Pentagon plans to order to Viet- 
nam large chunks of the last re- 
maining combat divisions in the 
United States—and may not re- 
place those units, sources re- 
port.

would raise the U.S. manpower 
commitment 
in

to 


525,000 by next summer. 


Two top White House advisers 


indicate that meanwhile, U.S. 
allies in Vietnam are consider- 
ing what additional troops they 
might send to back up their re- 
ported agreement on the need 
for 
increased 
pressure now 


against the Communists. 


The advisers, Clark Clifford 


and Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, re- 
ported to President Johnson Sat- 
urday upon their return from a 
visit 
to 
South 
Vietnam, 


Thailand. Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Korea. 


"In each instance in our talks 


with each country, there was 
recognition that additional pres- 
sure should be exerted," said 
Clifford. 


"Everyone feels now is the 


time for maximum effort," said 
Taylor, a former ambassador to 
Saigon. But both said they did 
not directly ask allies for more 
troops. 


The 45,000-man increase in 


U.S. strength over the currently 
authorized 480,000 will go to 
Southeast Asia between October 
and next July and will consist 
mainly of units now classed as 
part of the Strategic Reserve. 


This is an active duty force 


kept at home primarily to meet 
sudden 
contingencies abroad. 


For example, one Strategic Re- 
serve division— the 82nd Air-

Enemy Hits 
Camp-Light 
Casualties

SAIGON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese troops stormed a tl.S 
Special Forces camp near the 
Cambodian border today, 
to 


flictlng moderate casualties on 
the 600 South Vietnamese irreg- 
ulars and their families. The 
Communists left the bodies of 60 
of their men when they were 
driven off after "many hours" " 
of 
fierce 
f i g h t i n g , 
the 


Vietnamese army reported. 


There was no word if any of 


the dozen or so Americans in 
the camp were casualties. 


In the air war, bad weather; 


around Hanoi limited U.S, war* 
planes to strikes in the southern 
part of North Vietnam, with 134 
missions flown against truck 
parks and storage areas. But 
Air Force pilots reported setting. 
off 70 secondary explosions at 
one truck park just north of the 
demilitarized zone and believed 
they hit either surface-to-air 
missiles or artillery pieces. 


The United States lost three 


more planes: an F4 Phantom 
shot down in the north with two 
crewmen missing, and a F100 
Super Sabre shot down just 
south of Saigon, and a small ob- 
servation plane shot down on a 
reconnaissance mission just be- 
low the demilitarized zone. 


A total of 637 U.S. combat 


planes now have been reported 
lost over North Vietnam and 197 
over South Vietnam. 


The attack on the Special 


Forces camp at Tong Le Chan, 
54 miles northwest of Saigon, 
began with a rain of mortar 
shells. Then the Red soldiers, 
believed to be the 165th North 
Vietnamese regiment, stormed 
the camp. 


Otherwise only small scat- 


tered actions were reported in 
the 34 allied ground operations 
that have been announced., 


While the weather was bad 


over Hanoi, it was clear over 
North Vietnam's southern pan- 
handle, and Navy pilots from 
the carriers Oriskany and Con- 
stellation said they blasted two 
enemy torpedo boats out of the 
water, damaged another and 
damaged 
49 boats of other 


types. 


The U.S. cruiser St. Paul and 


the Australian destoyer Hobart 
shelled a North Vietnamese ra- 
dar station on Hon Mat island, 
20 miles north of Vinh, and re- 
ported
